PREFACE 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  the  year  which  ended  on  31st  December,  1967. 

The  number  of  livebirths  registered  during  the  year  was  fine  hundred 
and  twenty  eight,  representing  a decrease  of  twenty  three  from  the  figure 
for  the  previous  year.  There  were  three  registered  stillbirths  and  one 
infant  death  in  the  first  week  of  life  was  registered.  Two  infants  were 
registered  as  having  died  after  the  end  of  the  first  four  weeks  of  life 
and  before  reaching  the  first  birthday.  No  woman  died  as  a result  of 
childbirth  or  abortion. 

The  number  of  registered  deaths  equalled  the  number  of  livebirths 
at  one  hundred  and  twenty  eight,  representing  a decrease  of  twenty  one 
from  the  figure  for  the  previous  year.  Thirty  seven  people  died  f heart 
disease,  twenty  twu  of  ’stroke*  and  seventeen  .»f  cancer. 

There  was  a moderately  severe  epidemic  of  measles  during  1967.  Two 
new  cases  uf  tuberculosis  vave  notified  tut  no  i.ne  died  of  the  disease. 

A mure  detailed  account  of  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department, 
including  a comprehensive  section  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  will  be 
found  in  the  following  pages.

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SEWERAGE 
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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  FUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1967 


The  provision  of  public  sewers  for  the  main  villages  in  the  district  has 
continued  rather  slowly.  The  only  scheme  brought  into  service  during  the  year 
was  the  joint  scheme  with  Newcastle  Emlyn  Urban  District  Council  which  served 
the  village  of  Adpar  in  the  Teifiside  District.  The  biggest  obstacle  in 
getting  schemes  underway  has  been  the  acquisition  of  land  for  pumping 
stations  and  for  the  sewage  treatment  works.  It  would  appear  that  the  Council 
should  take  a tougher  line  on  these  proposed  schemes  and  acquire  the 
necessary  land  compulsorily. 

Plans  have  been  produced  by  the  Council's  Engineers  for  the  following 
schemes  - Croeslan,  Penrhiwllan  and  Aterbanc,  Rhydlewis,  Ffostrasol,  Verwig, 
Cwmcoy,  Bryngwyn  and  Beulah,  Pontgarreg,  Pontsian  and  Gwbert. 


At  the  time  of  writing  the  scheme  at  Penparc  is  well  underway;  the  laying 
of  the  sewers  has  been  completed  and  the  construction  of  the  sewage  treatment 
works  and  the  pumping  station  is  now  in  progress.

Serious  infiltration  of  water  is  taking  place  in  the  Bsulah  scheme.  A 
closed  circuit  television  survey  was  carried  out  on  this  scheme  in  May  1967, 
and  this  showed  that  although  the  level  and  shape  of  the  sewer  was  good  the 
majority  of  the  joints  were  allowing  infiltration  to  take  place.  Photographic 
evidence  is  available  showing  infiltration  spurting  into  the  sewer.  In 
addition  to  the  television  survey,  two  surveys  were  carried  out  at  2.00  a.m. 
when  little,  if  any,  use  was  being  made  of  the  sewer  by  householders. 

Readings  were  taken  at  various  points  along  the  sewer  and  a final  reading  at 
the  treatment  works  showed  a flow  far  in  excess  of  that  for  which  the  works 
were  designed  and  constructed  to  cope  with. 

Various  proposals  have  been  considered  to  rectify  this  trouble:- 

(a)  to  reline  the  whole  of  the  sewer  with  4”  P.V.C.  pipes 

(b)  to  consolidate  chemically  the  ground  outside  each  leaking 

joint  with  either  cement  grout  or  with  a chemical  gel 

(c)  to  relay  the  whole  length  of  sewer  in  new  6”  pipes 


■ 
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Method  (a)  has  been  estimated  to  cost  approximately  the  same  as  it  would 
to  relay  a new  6M  pipe  with  the  added  disadvantage  of  reducing  the  cross 
section  of  th„  pipe  from  6n  to  4”. 

Method  (b)  has  not  yet  proved  to  be  very  successful  and  no  guarantee 
could  be  given  that  all  leaking  joints  would  be  rectified. 

Me thod  (c)  would  appear  to  be  the  only  satisfactory  way  of  tackling 
the  problem. 

The  engineers  have  now  drawn  up  a scheme  to  relay  the  Beulah  sewers  in 
conjunction  with  a new  scheme  for  Bryngwyn. 

Trouble  has  been  experienced  in  obtaining  an  effluent  up  to  the  Royal 
Commission  standards  at  the  Llechryd  Sewage  treatment  works.  Various  measures 
have  been  carried  out  without  any  success  as  yet.  These  poor  results  occur 
when  the  flow  in  the  sewer  is  at  its  lowest,  i.e.  the  normal  dry  weather  flow, 
and  it  is  now  thought  that  the  reason  for  the  poor  effluent  is  that  the  sewage 
is  retained  for  too  long  a period  in  the  rising  main.  Representatives  of  the 
South  West  Wales  River  Authority  and  the  Council’s  engineers  are  to  discuss 
ways  and  means  of  overcoming  this  problem. 

Except  for  various  blockages  the  remainder  of  the  sewerage  schemes  have 
been  functioning  satisfactorily. 

The  Council  has  four  full-time  employees  in  its  service  on  all  its 
sewerage  schemes,  but  with  the  coming  into  operation  of  new  schemes,  this 
labour  force  will  have  to  be  increased. 

COUNCIL  ESTATES  - SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


There  are  24  small  sewage  disposal  plants  in  the  district  serving  Council 
estates  varying  from  2 dwellings  to  34  dwellings.  These  treatment  works  are 
maintained  by  one  full-time  and  one  part-time  employee.  The  septic  tanks  are 
desludged  at  intervals,  but  due  to  the  siting  and  access  to  these  sites  the 
work  has  to  be  done  when  suitable  weather  conditions  obtain.  During  the  year 
it  was  necessary  to  carry  out  repairs  to  the  septic  tank  and  filter  bed  at 
Tanygroes  and  also  to  the  filter  bed  at  Pontgarreg. 

PRIVATE  CESSPOOLS  AND  SEPTIC  TANKS 

104  private  cesspools/septic  tanks  were  desludged  with  the  Council’s 
cesspool-emptying-vehicle  during  the  yacar.  A change  of  three  guineas  was  made 
fcr  this  service  to  the  householders  within  the  Teifiside  District.  The 
vehicle  is  also  hired  to  neighbouring  authorities  but  the  charge  for  this 
service  is  either  on  an  hourly  basis  or  is  three  guineas  per  cesspool  plus 
Is.  Od,  a mile.  The  total  revenue  for  the  year  was  £388.  4s.  Od.

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MEAT  INSPECTION 


Slaughterhouses 

All  meat  is  imported  into  the  area,  there  being  no  private  or  public 
slaughterhouses  in  the  district.  The  nearest  public  slaughterh  uses  are 
situated  at  Cardigan,  Lampeter  and  Newcastle  Emlyn.  There  are  only  f.ur 
proper  meat  shops  in  the  area  although  many  general  traders  now  sell  neat 
and  p;ultry.  Several  meat  vans  operate  within  the  district  but  the 
majority  of  these  are  stationed  outside  the  Teifiside  district. 


Knackers  Yard 


Seventy-<ne  horse  carcasses  were  collected  and  delivered  to  the 
Knackers  Yard  at  Tanygroes  for  1967.  Periodic  visits  were  made  to  this 
place . 

HOTELS,  CAPES  AND  RESTAURANTS 

There  are  16  recognised  hotels  and  guest  houses  in  the  area.  The 
number  of  private  houses  that  provide  Bed  and  Breakfast  accommodation  is 
continually  <jn  the  increase  and  these  cater  fur  the  influx  of  tourists 
during  the  holiday  season.  In  addition  a large  number  of  private  houses 
are  let  to  holidaymakers.  There  are  13  cafes  in  the  area  most  of  which 
open  only  during  the  h.  liday  season. 

CARAVAJ  SITES 


There  <are  36  caravan  sites  in  the  area,  and  14  of  these  are  licenced 
for  10  caravans  and  over,  while  the  remainder  are  licenced  for  less  than 
10.  Tuge tlier  these  sites  provide  acc<>mmt)dati. n for  679  caravans. 

BAKE-HOUSES

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  Council  has  for  some  years  undertaken  the  collection  of  household 
refuse  in  its  own  district  by  direct  labour.  This  service  has  gradually 
been  improved  and  extended  over  the  years  but  it  still  falls  far  short  of 
the  recommendations  made  by  the  Working  Party  Report  on  "Refuse  Storage  and 
Collection".  The  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and  the  Secretary 
of  State  for  Wales  have  endorsed  the  working  party1 s conclusions  and 
recommendations.  Circular  25/67  (Welsh  Office)  states  that  it  is  recognised 
that  many  of  the  recommended  improvements  would  tend  to  make  the  service 
more  expensive  and  the  introduction  of  these  must  of  course  depend  on  the 
economic  situation.  It  is  suggested  in  the  circular,  however,  that  the 
Council  should  draw  up  plans  for  the  improvement  of  its  service  with  a view 
to  bringing  them  into  effect  as  soon  as  circumstances  permit.

RESCUE  AND  LIFE-SAVING  ON  BEACHES 

Life  saving  equipment  is  provided  by  the  Council  on  all  the  popular  beaches. 
The  teams  that  were  formed  to  man  this  equipment  have  for  many  years  been  non- 
existent. It  is  now  proposed  to  fly  warning  flags  when  conditions  are  not  ideal 
for  bathing. 

WATER  SUPPLIES 


During  the  year  98  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  and 
sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Carmarthen.  Three  samples  were  taken 
from  private  supplies  and  the  remainder  from  the  public  supply.  Three  public 
supplies  were  unsatisfactory. 

The  unsatisfactory  public  supplies  were  at  Glanrhyd,  Pontsian  and  Maesllyn, 
The  Cardiganshire  Water  Board  wa®  notified  of  the  unsatisfactory  public 
supplies  and  remedial  measures  were  immediately  carried  out.

During  the  year  351  samples  of  raw  mi  11c  were  taken  from  producer- 
retailers  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Carmarthen  for 
Brucella  Ring  Testing.  Nineteen  samples  produced  positive  result,  but  when 
subjected  to  the  culture  test  they  were  proved  negative.
